Planted From Gallon Can, 
Brockton, Mass Paper Says 


The halycon days of Sierra Madre’s famed Wisteria 
Vine are recalled by Rev. W. J. Thompson D.D., Ph.D.i' 
former pastor of the Congregational Church here, and now 
a Los Angeles resident, in an article from the Brockton, 
Mass.
